And Aviator J. C Mars Lives to 
Tell the Story of His 
Plunge 


AIRSHIP STRUCK WATER 
AT LIGHTNING SPEED 


Aviator Was Caught Under 
Wreckage and Nearly 
Drowned Before He Could 
Get Head to the Surface--He 
Was Finally Rescued by a 
Boat.

New York, August 27.—(Special.)— 
J. C& Mars, the daring western aviator, 
who deals in thrills while you wait,: 
plunged 800 feet through space today 
and landed in Ambrose channel, at the 
foot of New York bay, while making 
an aeroplane flight to Fort Wads- 
worth, Staten Island, from Sheepshead 
Bay. The 60-horse power motor on 
the flying machine went wrong. 

Mars was fished out of the water 
unhurt by a tug boat, and his Curtiss 
elght-cylinder flyer was picked up @ 
wreck. 

Mr. Mars wrote the following narra- 
tive of his thrilling experience for the 
Publishers’ Press. 

By J. C. Mars. 

“As the biplane struck the water I 
was hurled from my seat, through the 
forward plane and into the water. 
The machine turned turtle, pinning me 
under the surface planes. My firat 
thought was to get clear of the wreck- 
age, and I tore through the rubberized 
cloth and wire stains until I got to 
the surface. Then a boat came to my 
assistance. Before the accident which 
ended my flight, I had covered 156 
miles in a wind which buffeted the 
aeroplane from side to side. I was 
3 miles off shoré when I. passed Man- 
hattan Beach, and was completing 4 
wide circle when I neared the quar- 
antine island in the lower bay. My 
intention was to land at Fort Wads-

Important Ruling by Jus- 
tice Goff of N. Y. 


Demands “Closed Shop” Is; 
Conspiracy 
Trade --- Ruling Stirs 60,000

New York, August 27.—Parades of! 
protest broke out all over the East! 
Side this morning, on receipt of: the | 
news that Justice Goff had ruled in 
the state supreme court today that a 
strike which demands the “closed | 
shop” is a conspiracy in restraint of 
trade. Bands of the 60,000 cloak- 
makers now on strike marched through 
the streets, one of them to the city 
hall, carrying banners and American 
flags, and shouting “Closed Shop!” at 
every step. There \was no violence, ; 
but apparently the decision had great- 
ly stirred the strikers. 

Justice Goff's decision granted an 
injunction to a member of the Man- 
ufacturers’ Protective Association in 
restraint of acts of violence, fhreats, 
picketing and patrolling by strikers. 
“The primary purpose of this strike,” 
reads his finding, “‘is not to better the 
condition of the workman, but is to 
deprive other men of the opportuity 
of their right to work.” 

How He Supports Ruling. 

He supports hig ruling with a re- 
cent decision of the state court of 
appeals, against the Thompson Star- 


rett Company, of the large building 
corporation, which he cites as follows 


“The court of appeals has held that 
it is against the policy of the state 
for employers who control practically 
the who'e trade in a community to 
combine for the purpose of compelling 
workmen to join a particular union as 
a condition of empioyment. If the rule 
thus laid down bethe law,and it must 
be accepted as such, being the latest 
expression of the court of appeals, it 
must be applicable te icaaticenden as 
well as to employers. It would be re- 
pugnmant to reason to hold that it ap- 
plies to one and not to the other. If 
ea combination of one to refuse emp oy- 
ment, except on condition of joining 
a union be against public policy, a 
combination of the other to cause re- 
fusa] of employment, except on condi- 
tion of joining a union, is alike 
against public policy” 

Justice Goff then cites one of the 
articles of the compromise presented 
le representatives of the union to the 
manufacturers as follows: . 

“The association (of manufacturers) 
shall obligate each of its members to 
employ union men as long as the 
union shal! be able to furnish union 
men who can do the work properly.

Wireless Message to Oper- 
ator on Roof of Grand Stand 
at Sheepshead Bay----Avia- 


tor Mile Away, 500 Feet Up. 


New York, August 27.—‘“Buzz, buzz, 
ziazz, zizz,"’ spoke the small voice of 
the coherer into the ear of the wire- 
less operator stationed this afternoon 
on the roof of the grandstand at 
Sheepshead Bay race track. A mile 
away and 600 feet up, Aviator Mc- 
Curdy was a speck against the sky. 
The operator began to piece into sense 
the sputtering of the wireless. This 
is what he heard: 

“Horton: Another chapter in ae- 
rial achievement is recorded in the 
sending of a wireless message from 


an aeroplane. 
: *“M’CURDY.” 

Thus became a reality this after- 
noon the first wireless message sent 
from an aviator in flight to a receiy- 
ing station on earth. 

J. D. A. McCurdy, a $upil of Glenn 
H. Curtiss, was both aviator and 
sender, and Harry M. Horton, former- 
ly a sergeant in the Spanish-Americen 
war, acting under the supervision of 
Major Samuel Rober, of the United 
States signal corps, was the receiving 
operator. Horton had tested his ap- 
paratus thoroughly, and was sure that 
it was tuned to receive any message 
properly sent. 

McCurdy had attached a key to his 
steering wheel, and the antennae of 
his sending apparatus suspended below 
him from the chassis of his biplane. 
He is not an expert sender, but Hor- 
ton, at the other end, said he heard 
the message distinctly as soon as it 
was put into the air.

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TWO WAREWOUSES 
FOR WHITEHALL 


Great Wholesale District 
Gets a Start. 


C. E. Caverly Will Begin Erec- 
tion of Warehouse Opposite 
Whitehall* Terrace----J. R. 
Smith Sells Property to Be 
Used for Similar Purpose. 


Two announcements made yesterday 
make it seem certain that the growth 
of a great wholesale district on White- 
hall street, which has been predicted 
for some time, has really begun. Two 
modern business: buildings, both of 
which are to be occupied by wholesale 
concerns, are soon to be built in this 
vicinity, and it is stated that a num- 
ber of others are already projected. 

C, E. Caverly, a well-known produce 
man, has annvuunced that he will short- 
ly begin the erection of a large ware- 
huuse on the lot on the west side of 
Whitehall street, Just Opposite White- 
hall Terrace. The building will be a 
most substantial one, brick construct- 
ed, and will measure 75x176 feet. Its 
rear will abut the Central of Georgia 
tracks. Mr. Caverly will himself oc- 
cupy the building. 

The lot on which the warehouse ig to 
be erected has already been graded, 
and the work on the bullding will be 
begun within a short time. 

Another substantial building which. 
will be occupied by a large wholesale 
concern is to be erected on the lot on 
the west side of Whitehall just north 
of where the car tracks go under the 
Central road. This property was sold 
by J. R,. Smith Saturday for a profit of 
$11,006 over what he paid just one year 
ago. The work on the new building 
will begin within the next few weeks, 
it is stated..

$3200 per front foot.

today; ook hands with old friends, 
looked upon old scenes, reviewed,a pa- 
rade and delivered a speec not to 
mention eating a luncheon” tendered 
him by public-spirited citizen of Chey- 
enne, a dinner given by the governor 
of Wyoming, and a whooping, up- 
roarious greating from cowboys, sol- 
diers and Indians. 

The west is near to the heart of the 
former president, and he showed it 
plainly in his speech and his joyous 
manner of entering into the spirit of 
the occasion. 

The ex-president applauded ang used 
every word in his emphatic vocabu- 
lary in expressing his. pleasure over the 
scenes of the afternoon when he 
watch cow-roping contests and buck- 
tng broncho Gompetitions and cow pony 
races, all incidental to the annual cel- 
ebration of Frontier day. 

Roosevelt Lauds Remington, 

In his speeches the former president |: 
dwelt upon the debt which the nation 
owes to Frederick Remington, the art- 
ist, who perpetuated in bronzeand upon 
canvas the typical scenes of the old 
west, when cowboys galloped over the 
plains and wild steers and buffalo were 
as plentiful as chickens and pigs are 


today. 

Colonel Roosevelt spoke of the lost 
Opportunities of early artists, and then 
referred to Mr. Remington by saying: 

“But in our generation for our good 
fortune, a great artist arose who was 
capable of seeing and recording the 
infinite picturesqueness of the life of 
the plains and the Rockies.

FOR CHOCTAWS 


And Chickasaw Tribes 
of Mississippi. 


Gulf Coast Ablaze With Ex- 
citement Over Discovery of 
Valuable Lands Belonging to 
Reds---Old Claims Prove Val- 


uable. 


Biloxi, Miss., August 27.—Asserting 
that he has the claims of 38,000 de- 
scendants of the Choctaw and Chick- 
asaw Indians of Mississippi who sign- 
ed the Dancing Rabbit Creek treaty 
of 1830, which are for property and 
money located in the Ok!ahoma reser- 
vation, amounting to $12,500 each, or a 
grand total of $37,500,000, A. *P. Powell, 
himself a three-quarters Indianand one- 
quarter Spaniard, and who says he is 
a member of the legal firm of Crews, 
Cantwell & Powell, of Washington, D. 
C., has established a temporary of- 
fice at Bay St Louis, for the purpose 
of finding others of the descendants 
of these red men in Mississippi who 
are entitled to the rich heritage and 
securing their claims for prosecution. 

Al] the gulf coast is ablaze with 
excitement over: the matter, and In- 
dians or the descendants of Indians 
are bobbing up from behind every 
bush and stump, and the very air 
seems to reverberate with war whoony 
and pow-wows. 

Entitled to Land Under Treaty. ' 

According to the treaty alluded ta, 
which was signed in 1830, the de- 
scendants of each Chickasaw and 
Choctaw Indien of Missibsippi—and 
they numbered about 196,000—who 
gave up hig land east of the Missis- 
sippi, is entitled to 320 acres of land 
in the Oklahoma reservation, which is 
valued by the government at $10,000 
to $265,000 in cash. 

_Mr. Powell states that there are now 
about 6,000 descendants of these Indi- 
ans resident in Mississippi, and he has 
already 2,000 claims of these heirs, in 
fis charge and expects to get at least 

00 more within the next two weeks. 
He says that his firm takes all the 
ciaims on a contingent fee and bears 
all the expenses of railroad fare, ho- 
te] bills, etc., for claimants to go to 
Oklahoma and return, for the purpose 
of “proving up.”. His fee is to be 80 
per cent of the amount gotten for each 
claimant, which fee, he claims, is in 
accordance with a decision of the sec- 
retary of the interior, who has ruled 
that they shall not charge anything in 
excess of that amount.

He Tells Illinois Audience Taft 
Is a Patriot, and the Audience

Clinton, Ill., August 27.—Vice Pres- 
ident Jameg S. Sherman stopped in this 
city today just long enough to tell the 
Weldon Springs chautauqua that he 
wouldn't talk politics, and he didn't, 
unless an eulogy ‘of President Taft 


may be called politics. . This is. the 
first halt made by the vice president 
in a trip which is to carry him through 
Missouri! and Oklahoma, ending next 
Saturday night in Oklahoma City. He 
is accompanied by his brother-in-law, 
Captain Sherrill Babcock, of New York. 
There were from 3,000 -to 4,000 per- 
sons assembled at Weldon Springs, 
Just outside of Clinton, when Mr. Sher- 
man, accompanied by William E. Mc- 
Kinley and former Congressman Ves- 
paslan Warner, arrived. 
Hearers Shuffled in Chairs. 

“William H. Taft is a patriot,” de- 
clared Mr. Sherman. The Weldor 
Springs audience shuffled in !ts chairs, 
because for twenty minutes the speak- 
er had been telling about the great- 
ness of the country, and because it 
seemed a promise of violation ef the 
deciaration—no politics. 

“William H. Taft is a patriot,” de- 
clared Mr. Sherman. “Behind that 
charming personal presence, behind 
that sunny smile; behind that dispo- 
sition which would avoid controversy, 
there is courage, stability -and the 
firmness to meet any contingency. An 
filustration of this is when last June 
the presidents of several great cor- 
porations went to the white house and 
they went, figuratively speaking, with 
chips on their shoulders. There was 
the chance for a heated controversy. 
The president might have met them in 
the same sprit; the chip-on-shoulder 
spirit, and there would have been an 
unpleasant result. A man of less 
courage might have given way. But 
President Taft did not do so. There 
was a calm, serious talk, and when it 
was ovér the agreement was that the 
government should go ahead in its 
course and that the courts should not 
be called on to settle the contention.” 


Taft and Rallway Officials. 

That was the way Mr. Sherman re- 
ferred to the somewhat famous meet- 
ing of President Taft and the railroad 
officials to consider the freight ques- 
tion.

General Juan J. Estrada, provisional 
president, of Nicaragua, as the first act 
of his administration, is sending Dr. 
Salvado Castrillo, his personal repre- 
sentative in the United Statesand min- 
ister to Washington, from the provi- 
sional government, a note setting forth 
the policy of the new administration. 

In it he will pronounce for the re- 
establishment .of the finances of the 
country, the elimination of Zelayaism, 
the abolition of private privileges and 
concessions, and compliance with the 
terms of the Washington convention 
aiming to put a stop to the perpetual 
revolutions in the Central American 
states, and encroachments by one state 
upon another.

Roosevelt Loves the West. 

Colonel Roosevelt started his speech | 
by saying that after leaving the jun- | 
gies of Africa the. first invitation he | 
accepted was the one inviting him to 
Cheyenne, | 

“I was glad it was so,” said he, “‘be- 
,;cause I have a peculiar feeling for the 
imen and women of what ubed to be 
called the far west, and especially for 
those of the cattle country. 

“For a number of years I lived on a 
ranch on the Little Missouri, sharing 
work and play, good fortune and bad 
fortune with my neighbors. The man 
of the west, throughout the successive 
Stages of growth, has and always will 
be one of the two or three most typi- 
oal figures—indeed, I am tempted to. 
say the most typical figure in Ameri-| 
stan life, and no man can really under- | 


stand our country and appreciate what 
it really is and what it promises un- 
| tose he has the fullest and closest sym- 
pathy with the ideals and aspirations 
of the west. 

“The west stands for growth and for 
progress. So must the whole American 
people stand. A great democracy must 
be progressive or it will soon cease 
to be either great or democratic. No 
nation, no state, no party, can stand 
still. It must either go forward or g0 
|backward, and it becomes useless if 
i\lt goesbackward. Therefore, .I greet 
you, men of the west, and I stand for 
progress, as all men must stand who 
are progressive. 


Pioneer Days Over.

Frantic to See Roosevelt. 


All through Ohio and the middle 
west the crowds were frantic to see 
at close range the man who had stirred 
up so much in only a few years. He 
seems to look like he were plucked 
from the audience before him. 

When he told the mass of trainmen 
at one stop that he was a member of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men he looked like one of them, and 
they took him at his word. 

At Chicago he was a typical Chica- 
goan, but west of there he seemed to 
fit even more closely into the environ- 
ment in which he found himself. 

As the eountry flattened and the 
prairie commenced to tinge with 
wilder life the colonel took on the 
changes as gracefully as a ptarmigan 
does at the beginning of winter. This 
faculty he has of being just the man 
for the place is what pleases the masses 
so.

There was one noticeable question 
yelled from every frantic crowd:

Everything was set in the natural 
stage except the buffalo, and he was 
even represented by himself. 

We of the other world thought that 
the cowboy and plainsman with the 
Indian hed gone, but that is not 
literally the case. He had gone, but 
gone from all other places to Chey- 
enee, it seemed to us. 

Picture all of the west that re- 
mains meeting at a given point to 
celebrate their old idol, then you have 
a conception of the scene as it existed 
here today. 

It was a parade of the wild pictures 
of the late Frederic Remington. It 
was as though his models were paying 
tribute to the memory of the man who 
had left their fame to endure all time. 

No wonder it inspired Theodore 
Roosevelt to praise the work of 
Remington and deplgre his loss. A 
monument to his memory is all too 
slight a recognition for the painter 
of the west. 

What a Day! 

What a day! Who, having seen it, 
could ever forget it? 

From the Pacific came the pioneers 
of '49 and of ’60 to see and hear a 
man from the north, south, east and 
west. They had driven and ridden and 
even walked. Indians and their 
squaws even were present. United 
States army officers of every rank, 
cowboys: of every shade and cayuses 
and bronchos of every color up, to 
buckers of every brand. There were 
horses that bawled like cattle and 
cattle that galloped like gazelles. There 
was a speech that rang with sincerity 
and a vast multitude of men, women 
and children that devoured every word. 
Dust from the flitting hoofs of cows 
and ponies rose up like an aerial 
drapery and hung like curtains from 
the sky. 

The lariat took the place of cane, 
spurs jingled instead of loose change 
and the sounds that rose up from the 
seething mass of humanity seemed to 
mould into one welcoming shout of 
greeting to Colonel Roosevelt, the 
westerner. 

It was a great day for one man; it 
was one big show fully worth the 
powder. 

Bronchos bucked so hard they seem- 
ed to jar the plains, steers were roped 
so quickly that it looked to be auto- 
matic. 

It was the one show that came up to 
the street parade and posters. They 
called it: 

“The Annua] Round-Up.” 

And it surely was. 

“I'm here to s@e what you fellows 
can do on the hurricane deck of a 
broncho,” Theodore Roosevelt said to- 
day, as a group of cowboys, the hard- 
est riders in thé wé@st, gathered about 
him, mounted on their horses. Colonel 
Roosevelt saw all that the wild west 
of today had to show him in the way 
of deeds of skill and daring, and gaid 
the spirit of the west was still alive. 

Roosevelt Piays Cowboy. 

As Colonel Roosevelt watched the 
cowboys at their work, heard the In- 
dian yell and saw the familiar sights 
of more than twenty years ago, when 
he was a plainsman, the spirit of it all 
came over him again, and he climbed 
down from the flag-drdped review- 
ing stand and mounted a big white 
horse. He galloped around the half- 
mile track at Frontier park and past 
the crowded grandstand, while cowboys 


‘they got Mittle attention. 


yelled, Indians gave their war whoop 
and the rest of the crowd joined in a 
tremendous shout. He dismounted aft- 
er one lap, smiling his delight, and 
went back to his place to see the rest 
of the fun. 

There was no formality about Roose- 
velt day at Cheyenne. Every aow- 
boy who had drawn a yesd’s pay and 
could get here, came. There were thou- 
sands of them, with a good many gir)s. 

They Came From Everywhere. 

They came on horseback from scores 
of miles around, some of them from 
points hundreds of miles away. The 
streets were thronged with men and 
women on horseback in picturesque 
attire of many colors. There were a 
good many thousands of other persons, 
too, eastern tourists and the tradesmen 
and plain farmers of the region, but 
It was the 
day of the old wild west, | 

By the time Colonel Roosevelt ar- 
rived here shortly after ® o'clock this 
morning, the celebration was well un- 
der way. They met him at the. station 
with a band and escort of cavalry, 
and then there was a parade. The ex- 
hibition at the park followed, and then 
there came a dinner which Governor 
Brooks gave to the former president. 
A smoker at the Industrial Club and 
a theater party, both of which Colonel 
Roosevelt attended, wound up the day. 

The celebration at the park, which 
ig set in the midst of the brown plains 
of Wyoming, a mile and a half north 
of the city, was the star attraction, 
and the park and Sand Creek came 
next. Sand Creek is said to be the 
wickedest horse in the world, and 
after a long combat he bested Al 
Whitney, one of the most skilled 
horsemen in the west. Colonel Roose- 
velt watched the struggle, and after 
it was over he shook the hand of 
Whitney and complimented him. 

The sun was baking the plains with 
its flerce heat when Colonel Roose- 
velt appeared. He rode in an auto- 
mobile from Cheyenne, although some 
of the cowboys were expecting he 
would appear in chaps and sombrero 
on a horse. 

The Indians were the first to spy 
him as he roanded the turn of the 
half-mile trac, and set up a wild 
yell. The crowd that filled the grand- 
stand and the bleachers and overflow- 
ed into the field joined in and gave 
the colonel the noisiest welcome he 
has had since he left New York. | 

Captain Hardy, who, according to 
the megaphone man, is the champion 
marksman of the world, was just 
drawing u picture of Colonel! Roose- 
velt by firing bullets at a white tar- 
get when the colonel appeared. The 
colonel took his place in a reviewing 
Stand just across the track from the 
grandstand and watched the cham- 
pion’s fancy shooting. 

Four cowgirls had a half-mile race 
On horseback next. Joella Irwin, who 
{is 13 years old, appeared in short 
white trousers on the back of Brownie 
and she caught the colonel’s fancy. 
Before the race began he beckoned to 
her and shook her hand. She had two 
bad falls from her mount, and was 
badly shaken up, but refused to with- 
draw. She won the race today, and 
Colonel Roosevelt caHed her back. to 
him to tell her how glad he was. 
Roosevelt Lauds “Dead Game Man.” 

Then,.a dozen cowboys picked up 
the reviewing stand, after Colonel 
Roosevelt had descended from it, and 
carried it across the track, so that 
the crowd might hear the colonel’s 
speech, which came next. 

Governor Brooks introduced him, 
and for half an hour he talked to the 
crowd. He spoke of the old west, now 
fast passing away, and the men it de- 
veloped. He told the people of the 
west they must preserve those same 
cheracteristics, if the nation is to be 
endure. He urged them to be pro- 
gressive and to remember that wheth- 
er he be in the east or the west, 
very man must be a true American. 

“It will be a bad day for America, 
the end of America, if the average 
American loses the quality of being a 
dead game man,” he said. That caught 
the fancy of the cowboys, who cheered 
him wildly.

The broncho busting was the most 
interesting of all to Colonel Roose- 
velt. While Al Whitney was having 
his tussle with Sand Creek, the colonel 
arose from his seat in his excitement 
and watched every move by mun and 
horse. 

The Tussle With Sand Creek. 

Sand Creek is a small brown, grace- 
ful horse, of demure appearance, but 
the cow-punchers say he has bad eyes. 
He allowed a cowboy to lead him 
down the track without a struggle, 
but when an attempt was made to 
get the saddle on him, there was trou- 
ble. Two cowboys held him by the 
heckamore, as the bridles without bit, 
are called, and tried to blindfold him. 
Sand Creek reared and struck out with 
his front feet. The cowboys dodged, 
but held on. For ten minutes they 
tried in vain to blindfold the horse, 
which is the preliminary step to sad- 
dling him. 

The crowd grew impatient 
shouted to the cowboys to 
work.’”’ 

“Come down and do it yourself, you 
tenderfeet,’’ the cowboys yelled back. 

“You'll have to bulldog him, boys,” 
said Al Whitney, at last. 

The tenderfeet were informed that 
to “bulldog” a horse is to bite the 
ear, and that a horse whose ear Is 
bitten by a cowboy’s teeth will be sub- 
missive for a time. 

Another horse of more gentle dis- 
position was leq out and placed be- 
tween the cowboys and Sand Creek’s 
front legs to act as a buffer. 

Cowboy Bites Broncho’s Ears, 

A cowboy thrust his head over the 
horse’s back and seizeq Sand Creek's 
nearest ear with his teeth. Sand Creek 
shivered and crew calm. He was 
blindfolded, and Al Whitney jumped 
on his back, while the band played 
and the crowd cheered. 

Sand Creek did not wait! a minute 
after the blindfold was removed, Tho 
cowboys jumped aside, and he jeapel 
straight into the air. Colonel Roose- 
velt grinned and the crowd yelled, 
but Whitney stuck to his saddle. Sand 
Creek headed down the track, bucking 
and leaping from side to side. Whit- 
ney stayed on him until the horse ran 
into the fence, lost his balance and 
fell, when Whitney pulled his feet and ' 
the stirrups and struck the ground 
beside the horse unhurt. 

“Do it again, Al,” the crowd shouted, 
and he said he would. Once more 
Sand Creek was “bulldogged” and 
blindfolded, and Whitney, nonchalant- 
ly smoking a cigar, leaped into the 
saddle. He stayed there about three 
seconds. Sand Creek surprised him by 
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saddle when Teddy Roosevelt began to 
prance and buck. He did not move 
out of a circle 50 feet across, but he 
“sun-fished” and swapped ends with 
such amazing rapidity that Clark was 
unseated and rolled in the dirt with- 
in 15 seconds. 
Roosevelt Greatly Pleased. 

Colonel Roosevelt looked down from 
the stand immensely pleased at the 
fight made by his namesake, and 
cheered and laughed when Clark rolled 
in the,dust. Later he called Clark to 
the stand and shook hands with him. 

Later in the afternoon Teddy Roose- 
velt was led out again, and William 
Wallace tried to ride him. Teddy dis- 
iposed of Wallace even more quickly 
than Clark, and the little horse was 
cheered wildly as he was taken to the 
‘corral. 

The Sioux and Shoshone braves had 
their dearest wish granted when they 
walked over to shake hands with Col- 
onel Roosevelt. Decked in every bit 
of gaudy finery, they rode to the stand 
and each was given a hardy hand-. 
clasp in response to their greeting 
‘how.”’ & 

Squaws Rede for Roosevelt. 

The Indians rode several races, yell- 
ing wildly all the while. The squaws 
had a race of their own, and Asesarat 
ran away from Mrs. Slathead, Lost a 
Pin, Carie Nation, Works on the Tub, 
Twist Ear and Mrs. Pm Head. All the 
squaws wore loose trousers and silk 
blouses of flaming colors. 

The cavalrymen from Fort Russell 
had:a sham battle; Charley Hirsig 
drove a team of buffaloes around the 
traok, and the Indians gave a war 
dance. There was an exhibition of las- 
soing and branding, and there was to 
have been a mule race, but the mules 
refused to run. ’ 

The’ bucking ability of the horses 
drawn this afternoon for the broncho- 
busting championship soon narrowed 
the contest to Sam Scoville, Charles 
McKinley and Charles Thomas. Each 
was forced to ride two horses, and 
Scoville was declared winner after two 
sensational rides on Driver and Aero- 
plane. McKinley was second, while 
Thomas Was given a heavy fall by 
Miller Kid, his last horse;

convention. Mr. Gray was chairman 
of the committee which drafted the 
Macon platform in 1906. 
Arnold Doesn't Want It. 

It is understood that Reuben Arnold, 
of Atlanta, would in all probability be 
nominated for chairman, but he has 
stated that he does not desire the place, 
Mr. Arnold is the logical floor leader 
for the Smith forces in the convention, 
and it is exceedingly probable that he 
will appear in that capacity. 

Following the election of a perma- 
nent chairman, the appointment of 
committees on credentials, resolutions 
and on the platform will be next in 
order. While the platform committee 
is waiting for sufficient time to elapse 
within which to reappear upon the 
scene with this important instrument, 
the committee on credentials will busy 
itself with seating the delegates and 
settling contests for seats, sHould any 
arise. 

It has been reported that there 
would be a contest from Gilmer coun- 
ty, which gave Governor Brown a ma- 
jority of fifty votes. If the report is 
true, it is the only contest reported 
up to the present. 

The New Platform. 

When the credentials committee com- 
pletes its work, the platform commit- 
tee will report and the platform wil) 
be adopted. It is understood that the 
platform will be largely a reiteration 
of the principles enunciated in the Ma- 
con platform, adopted four years ago, 
when Governor Smith was elected the 
first time. 

It has been stated by leaders of the 
Bmith side that the details of the plat- 
form will not be worked out until 
some time this week, but it may be 
said authoritatively that it will de- 
mand legisiation which will make the 
registration law more stringent, and 
which will throw greater restrictions 
around the ballot box, so as to elimi- 
nate money from politics. 

The platform will 
‘the continued supervision and regula- 
tion of public service corporations, and 
for the encouragement of the legiti- 
mate investment of foreign capital. 
The platform will also contain an in- 
dorwement of all the principles § and 
measures of “progressive democracy." 
Nomination of Candidates, 


Following the adoption of the plat- 
form, the convention will proceed to 
deciare the nomination of the state 
house officials and the superior court 
judges and solicitors general, as indi- 
eated by the-official returns from the 
primary election last Tuesday. 

With this formality disposed of, a 
eommittee will be appointed to find 
Governor Smith, notify him of his nom- 
ination and to bring him into the hall. 
where the newly-chosen chief execu- 
tive will deliver his address of accept- 
ance. 

The voting strength of the conven- 
tion will be 368, although there will 
be no lamit to the number of delegates 
and alternates. Under the present rule 
the county chairinen is authorized to 
appoint the de:egates from the sup- 
porters of the gubernatorial candidate 
who carried the county, and he may 
appoint alternates from. every militia 
dlatrict. 

Governor Smith has expressed the 
wieh that as many alternates be ap- 
pointed as may desire to come, and it 
is extremely probable the auditorium 
will be crowded with them. 

Will Be Some Proratiag. 

Governor Smith will go into the con- 
vention with at least 224 votes, and 
probably more, while Governor Brown 
will have at least 132, and probably

138. The exact convention vote of both 
candidates cannot be determined, be- 
cause of the possible necessity of pro- 
rating the county convention vote of 
the counties of Ben Hill, Brooks, Cam- 
den, Worth, Banks and Oglethorpe. 

The necessity of prorating the vote 
in those counties may arise from the 
fact that neither candidate received a 
clear majority in any of the counties 
because of the candidacy of E. H. 
Walker for governor. In such an event 
the vote will very likély be divided be- 
tween Smith and Brown, thus giving 
the former a total of 280 votes and the 
latter a total of 138, or a convention 
majority of 92. 

The minority-vote in the convention 
is of sufficient strength to demand rec- 
ognition in the platform, and although 
it would in all probability not be suc- 
cessful in so doing, could make the 
convention exceedingly interesting by 
attempting to secure recognition.

The skidding wheels under the aero- 
plane struck the water with a splash, 
which tilted the plane so far over that 
I was catapulteqd through the cloth 
above the planes, and in a moment I 


me. With the heavy leather coat which 
I wore in my flight, I was hardly able 
to break through the wreckage above 
me. In the half minute I was under 
water I used all my strength. 


Life Belt Punctured. 


“In the struggle, I punctured my life 
belt, but I finally managed to get to 
the surface of the water. Then I dis- 
carded my coat and the puttees, which 
helped to weigh me down. By this time 
a boat came alongside, and Captain 
Tanner threw out a life line. I thank- 
‘ea him for his servicés, and asked him 
to bring the tug alongside to raise the 
aeroplane. 

“Then I dived a second time, carry- 
ing with me a rope, which I tied to the 
engine. The tug came alongside and 
we made an attempt to raise the bi- 
plane. As the hawser became taut, it 
snapped, again hurifng the aeroplane 
into the water. 

“It was after I had dived at least 
four times that [I managed .to get a 
heavy rope placed so, that we were 
finally able to save what was left of 
the aeroplane. We placed the wreck 
on the tug and sent it bac« to Sheeps- 
head.”

Their luggage and their effects get 
the same treatment these days as is 
accorded to the third cabin chap, Whose 
goods and chattels are done up in oll- 
cloth and .tied with a rope. 

Mr. Loeb, the pupil of Theodore 
Roosevelt and the buffer between na- 
ture fakils and molly-coddles, and the 
executive, was pre- 
vailed upon by the Publishers’ Press 
today to tell something about the cru- 
sade which is under way to make re- 
turning tourists be honest—even in 
their dealings with Uncle Sam. 

$12,000,000 Saved Last Year. 

Last year Mr. Loeb saved the United 
States government $12,000,000 and the 
figures this year will exceed those of 
last. 

“Well,” he began, “the problem was 
not so difficult as it might appear at 
first glance. All that was necessary 
was to make not only the publie, but 
my subordinates feel that I was sin- 
cere in my efforts to better conditions; 
that is, to make people pay the money 
they rightfully owe the government.

WEATHER PROPHETS 
PREDICT LATE FALL

When the jaybird and the squirrel 
“gambol on the green,” instead of early 
laying in a winter store of food— 

When the birds and the tramps lin- 
ger long beyond the northern bounda- 
ry of Dixieland— 

When the green-breasted titmouse 
Sings himself hoarse in the depths of 
the wildwood— 

When the cur! in the pig’s tall leans 
to the right instead of to the left— 

When all these varied signs and 
Symbols are combined, does it not 
clearly indicate that a late fall is as 
certain as death and taxes? There is 
mo way of escaping it. 

When asked what he considered the 
three most uncertain things in the 
world, Daniel Webster is reported to 
have.replied: 

“What the result of an election will 
be, who a woman will marry and what 
the condition of the weather will be 
twenty-four hours from now.” 

Webster was not acquainted with 
the weather signs. 

Hillyer for a Late Fall. 

Judge George Hillyer, wii is one 
of Atlanta’y best-known and most fre- 
quently quoted authorities pn the 
weather, declares, after thoughtful 
consideration, that fall will be late 
this year. To the generally known 
and most easily understood. signs 
quoted above, Judge Hillyer has one 
or two signs of his own on which he 
bases his opinion. 

“The summer has been very mild,” 
said he, “and there have been no 
great disturbances by floods or hail- 
storms or other phenomena of that 
character. When the summer is ¢char- 
acterized by mild weather, there is 
every reason to believe there will De 
. unusual disturbances in the 
weather conditions until late in the 
year. 

“A Jate fall is.certainly to he de- 
sired this year, as a lete spring made 
the cotton crop a little late, and an 
early frost would hurt it ¢onsidera- 
bly.. I do not look for. frost. yntil 
about ‘October 25: The earliest frost I 
ever remember was on October 8.” 

Weather Man Silent. 

Assistant Weather Forecaster Reed 
would venture no opinion as to the 
early arrival or the lateness of fall. 
As far as Mr. Reed would £0 was to 
tell what the summer has been, 

“The summer has been very mild,” 
said he, “and the mean temperature 
has been below norma). 
temperature was $2 degrees on July 
$81. The rainfall has been: consider- 
ably below normal; and the summer 
has been remarkably cool and dry.” 

It will be seenthat Mr. Reed's state- 
ment of conditions during the summer 
tallies exactly with the reasons upon 
which Judge Hillyer bases his opinion 
for expecting a late fall. 

“Trop Crop Cotton” Will Mature, 

W. 8S. Witham, who is almost ays suc- 
cessful in foretelling what the weather 
will do as he is in operating banks, 
believes that there is little or no 
question but that an open fall and a 
late winter are scheduled for this sec- 
tion of the country at least. 

Mr: Witham doesn’t claim to know 
anything about what the frogs, the 
songbirds and the whangdoodles do 
when a late fall and a hard winter 
are due, but he does know from expe- 
rience that a long, hard winter, fot- 
lowed by a late and cold spring, is al- 
most invariably followed by a hot 
summer and a slow-coming open fall. 
In consequence whereof, he. feels cer- 
tain that the “top crop cotton” will 
have plenty of time to mature this 
fall, an¢ that Georgta’s production 
of the staple this year will be greatly 
increased as a result. 

A Very Different Opinion. 

“Brother Dickey,” for something 
like half a century the oracle of The 
Constitution's staff, knows “we air 
boun’ ter hav er long col’ winter, an’ 
no mistake.” 

Brother Dickey, as everyone knows, 
is an ante-bellum negro, born some 
fifty years before slavery went out of 
atyle, and he is authority on “signs,” 
“gperits,” “cungers,” “kuklux” and 
the weather. 

“J allers hearn tell,” sald Brother 
Dickey, when. appealed to about .the

“It took such a long 
timé for Mr. Frost to fintsh with ws 
during the spring, that I believe his 
vacation this time will b ore ex- 
tended than in the past. don’t Jook 
for col@€ weather before late in No- 
vember. It seems, from al) the little 
signs Mother Nature has tacked up 
lately..we are.in for a late fall, with

mo great 
“If you want to know what kina oe worth an opportunity to test many of Sh 
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P wise to the old, old fog signs: 


a winter we are going to have,” 
marked Captain Jim Mercer, the vet- 
eran Atlanta policeman, “just take a 
look now at the breastbone of @ goose. 
At this season of the year the. goose’s 
breastbone is considered one of the best 
weather prophets. If you find the bone 
to be perfectly white, you can count 
on a mild winter; if it’s speckled, the 
winter will be just normally cold; but 
if the bone is dark or nearly black, 
look out! We are in for the snow and 
bligzards.” 
Lesson From the Blue-jay. 

“Talking about weather signs,” re- 
marked Andy Stewart, who had a farm 
between Atlanta and Wast Point for 
several years, “there is no man who 
can tell as much about the weather as 
the fellow who watches the birds and 
animals. I never took much stock in 
the corn-shuck theory, but I do think 
we can learn a heap from the little 
birds. Take the jaybird, for instance. 
I have noticed this year that he has 
not done a thing toward getting his 
winter supply put away. This is clear, 
to my mind, that we are going to have 
a late fall. Our September and October 
will be mild ‘and pleasant, and I do 
not look for frost until about the first 
of November. Take my word for it, 
and learn something from the old blue- 
jay.” 

“We are going to have a lIate fall 
just as sure as the sun shines,” was 
what T. J. Buchanan, one of the vets 
at the city hall had to say about the 
outlook this winter. “Buck,” as he is 
called by his associates, was raised on 
a farm, and knows all the weather 
signs. Besides, he is one of the old- 
timers, and they always know what 
the weather is going to do. } 

“Yes, sir,” continued Buck, “I just 
know we are going to have a late fall 
and a mild winter. How do I.know it? 
Why, it is simple enough. I. get my 
tip from the mosquito, and I think he 
is one of the wisest birds that files. 
Well, you know that the mosquito has 
just made his appearance in this part 
of the country. When the mosquito 
comes late, look out for a late fall. It’s 
@ tip that I' got’ up next to when I 
worked down south several years ago.” 

Late Spring, Late Fall. 

“Late spring, late fall,” said Samps 
Morris, who Knows all about country 
life, and how Nature gives out her 
teachings. “I have never seen it to 
fail. Nature brought a late spring, and 
this kept back the nesting birds and 
the fruits of thé earth. Nature never 
makes a mistake, and if she ever goes 
wrong she soon rights it. Late fall, 
say I.” 

Now, weather prophets, like other 
prophets, will sometimes disagree. 

“T say we will have a late fall,’’ was 
the opinion given by A. P. Morgan, 
who has been a suburbanite and there- 
fore a near-farmer for many years. 
“Take the excessive heat we are hav- 
ing now,” he continued; “that means 
we will have an early frost. I have no- 
ticed the corn shucks and they are 
thick and heavy. The tomatoes ares 
dying down. The squashes 
look yellow. The beets are tough and 
the onions have lost their tops. Even 
some of the trees look sallow. All of 
these signs point to an early fall, and 
I believe we will have some right cold 
weather this winter.” 


Storms Out West. 


H. D. McCutcheon, one of the land- 
marks of this part of the state, looks 
for an early fall. He says: 

‘Lookout for an early fall, and I am 
not going on any particular local 
signs either. I have been watching 
the reports of the storms out west, and 
they always mean an early fall and a 
cold winter. Of course I pay some 
attention to nature's prophecies and 
I have found several indications from 
the birds and plants, all of which show 
me that the fall will arrive early this 
year and a heavy frost will come much 
sooner than it did last year.” 


How He Judges Weather. 


The proverbial troubles of the pro- 
fessiona] weather man are as far re- 


moved from Judge J. G. Bloodworth, 
amateur prophet of marvelous skill, as 


the east is from the west. The sim- 
ple reason is that Judge Bloodworth 
always hits the nail on the head, de- 
spite the fact that his unique methods 
of observation may not be according 
to the approved standards of the 
United States weather bureau.

7, clear before 11,” and says, “Just as 
sure as it rains between daylight and 
7 o'clock it will be clear before 11 
i o'clock.” 

Not long since, on a cloudy morning, 
when the fog hung low, as Judge 
Bloodworth and a friend stepped from 
a car, the friend noticed that, al- 
though a downpour seemed imminent, 
the judge did not carry his umbrella. 
“Why, I don’t need it,” said the judge. 
“The sun will be shining in an hour 
and a half.” His companion laughed 
incredulously, “and [ll bet you. cigars 
on it,” he remarked. 

Later, when ‘the victim called to pay 
e bet, Judge Bloodworth put him 


“When the fogs float high, 
Look “out for’the fain; 

Wher the-fogs tow lie, 
Expect the sth again.” 


Judge Bloodworth states that he 
has noticed that migratory birds may 
generally be depended upon to give a 
tip as to what the seasons will be.

Georgia Road to Pay $10,611 


on Branch Line From Bar- 
nett to > Washington. 


Washington, Ga. August 27. — (Spe- 
clal.)—-Back taxes on the property of 
the Washington branch of the Géorgia 
railroad which lies within the limits 
of Washington and Wilkes couny, and 
covering a period of fourteen years, 
will next week- be paid over to the 
officials o¥ the city and county by-the 
railroad company in pursuance of an 
Order from the courts. The money, 
with the accrued interest thereon, is 
now in the hands of the railroad com- 
pany, and will be sent out to Wilkes 
county and other counties and towns 
through which the branch line of the 
Georgia railroad runs, according to a 
Statement received by Judge William 
Wynn and Colonel F. H. Colley, 
Washington, from Attorney Cumming, 
of the railroad company. 

Wilkes county will receive in prin- 
cipal and interest the neat sum of 
$10,611, which will constitute a splen- 
did nest-egg for the county. The city of 
Washington will receive in principal 
and interest about $2,500. 

Under. the terms of the charter ef- 
fecting the main line of. the Georgia 
railroad, the state and counties cannot 
collect taxes. :But»the branch. line of 
the road, 18 mites ‘long, running at, 
present from the junction at Barnett, 
to Washington, was not originally a 
part of the Georgia railroad as it is 
today, hence the charter provisions 
which exempted the main line from 
— did not affect the branch

What is now th ebranch line of the 
Georgia railroad from Barnett to this 
city was operated originally as the 
Washington and Double Wells Rail and 
Plank road, extending from this city 
to a point on the Georgia railroad 
about 2 miles below the present station 
at Barnett, which was known at that 
time as “Double Wells.”

The Keynote. 

The title, “The Lead of Honor.” is 
the keynote of the character, the spirit 
of the hero who, continually meeting 
with conflicting circumstances, and 
emotions which try his every force, 
combats all in all vital moments, and 
rises self-sacrificing and supreme. 
The end of the story is not that of 
the fairy story. The book, dealing 
with life, works out the plot accord- 
ing to life, and the end is as natural 
as the characters are. 

The literary critic will review the 
book in its relation to literature; the 
writer here sees it firit®.relation to 
life. \ : 

Of the characters:-in the story, those 
of the “Steamboat Captain” and of 
“Mammy Dicey,” are fine in their ar- 
tistic presentation—never overdrawn, 
just beautifully natural and human. 
The circumstances of her birth, her 
environment, her little soul at all 
times storm-tossed, the veneer of high- 
er civilization, which came in the su- 
perficial schooling, athe European 
travel, all prompt pity and love for 
the little girl-woman, “Natalie,” in 
her wilfulness and selfish acceptance 
of things; her not seeing until too 
late what her inner self meant. She 
represents a type as common today as 
then of the girl-woman being reared 
with no idea of life, in its great 
meaning, but rather trained to meet 
the mere incidents of life. 

There may be those who will com- 
plain that the writer has not painted 
the life of those times with a loyal 
stroke; that he has presented charac- 
ters who were typical of the weaker 
influences and less noble people of 
those times; those who will resent 
“Lemuel Jervais,” the vulgarian; Mr. 
Suggs, the “illiterate,” but in this con- 
nection two things must be .remem- 
bered—the writer presents a4 story 
based on facts ahd real living people. 
All people in the south then were not 
“Judge and Mrs. Houston” any more 
than they are now.

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OF INTELLECTUAL PARIS 
SOUTHERN WOMAN WRITES 


“M. Paul Margueritte has just publish- 
ed a. romance under the title ‘Human 
Weakness;’ M. Margueritte is one of 
those writers whom one cannot read 
without a certain tenderness,” writes 
Madame Julie Gagey-McAdoo (Laura 
McAdoo Gagey) in the second of her 
series of letters on Intellectual Paris. 


“His delicacy as an artist is only 
equaled by his intuition of the human 
soul—of the interior life, as. we say 
more aptly today. With that, he is a 
realist of character and charm. His 
realism seems. to the writer to soften 
from volume to volume; so that what 
alarmed at times the Angio-American 
mind, as all Latin realism carrying the 
merk of the naturalistic method, has 
faded away, or at least has become but 
that indistinct background essential 
for artistic sincerity, but neither cride 
nor rude. It is as if the painting em- 
mysterious 
glows, instead of being illuminated, as 
with the harsher realists, by the burn- 
ing light of noon. But the truthfulness 
to nature is equally indelible there. 


Temptations of Ambitions, 


“The story of ‘La Faitblesse Humaine’ 
is that of the temptations of human 
ambition, and the concessions that an 
honest man is led to make, to the 
detriment of his moral character, once 
he has fixed his heart’s desire upon 
that glittering bauble. A physician, 
rich and abounding in good works, is 
swept into parliamentary life, becomes 
at Paris a member of the house, and 
at length minister. But the pernicious 
influences of this dangerous environ- 
ment corrode slowly the soul of this 
man who anon reflected something of 
the wholesomeness and aromatic air 
of his native, southern France. . Along 
with the subtle analysis of the ‘damna- 
tion’ of this (refined and superior) 
Theron Ware, the author gives us one 
of the most admirable portraits of 
woman ever presented: that exalted 
wife and mother, that divinely loving, 
pitying, generous-spirited French as- 
sociate in marriage, too little known 
of foreign readers. It is the heroism 
of this woman to have indulgence 
without abasement, and patience even 
in sorrow and neglect. This is how 
she triumphs over the forces that 
menace the integrity of her own house- 
hold and her husband's public honor, 
and preserves a name and a hearth in- 
tact for her children. 

“The simplicity and harmony of the 
style of Margueritte render his 
books of a precious value to those 
who read a language not their own. 
But one finds more than these qual- 
{ties there. A poetry of words and 
images, a tlyrist’s imagination, cast 
their spell of delicate enchantment. 
Here is how he describes the dance of 
our Isadora Dunean: “The Duncan ad- 
vanced to the center of the lawn, and, 
joining her stretched-out fingers, her 
head inclined toward the -star, she 
seemed to offer, like unto a water-lily, 
her dream to the magical moon: then 
in the hollowed cup of her hands she 
drank the celestial ray, if in the 
estacy of a nocturnal rapture: lifted 
herself up on tiptoe, and in the rush 
of her soft draperies fled away. Fan- 
tasmal, she on the green; and 


her bare feet, her bare limbs, seemed 
of flesh at once firm and immaterial, so 
much was the rhythm that bore them 
along light and subtle.’ 


A Story of Crime, 


“M. J. H. Rosny, the younger, has 
published recently his first book alone, 
since the cessation of that literary 
collaboration with his brother which 
has giver us a long series of works 
emanating from their common talent. I 
have had occasion to comment already 
the ‘Red Wave’ of theselder:. The vol- 
ume of the junior, ‘The Derive Case’ 
(L’Affaire Derive), is on the surfac& 
a story of crime—that of a triple em- 
poisonment of the mewmibers of her own 
family by a Tne and beautiful wom- 
an ambitious to remake her life in a 
wealthier marriage. In its structure, 
in its substance, the book is infinitely 
more than this. It is an arraignment 
of singular profundity of the obscure 
social forces that react upon our bril- 
liant modern life, and that make for a 
return toward all the elemental bar- 
barism of the past in this our era of 
‘civilization.’ This romance is in some 
sort social histology. It treats of the 
tissues of society with a clear talent’s 
perspicacity. 

‘T like unrestrainedly the author’s 
analysis, that that nation is iost to 
what the Anglo-Saxon world calls 
loosely ‘character,’ despite its finest 
acquisitions of intellectual refinement, 
if it possess not rusticity. Rusticity is 
a certain robust adaptation to nature, 
even in the labors and the thought- 
products of a great modern national 
life. As all our material riches come 
from the earth, so there must remain 
a wholesome contact with the simplic- 
ities of material nature, even among 
the cultured classes of a society, if 
their culture is to have a true worth. 
If the public spirit or opinion disdains 
this binding link its erudition and its 
art alike become in vain, become lies, 
in the sense that they are divorced 
from the sources of real vitality that 
alone can render sane the social 
sentiments. 


France Runs the Danger. 


“Now, it is true that France rung the 
danger ofadeparture from this saving 
rusticity more than the other modern 
nations, because of the superiq@rity and 
the jong suppleness of its intellectual 
attainment. I venture to say that no 
stranger comes for long in contact 
with this Latin mind without being in 
some sort bewildered by a sinuousness, 
so to speak, of mentality, even among 
the classes less cultivated than him- 
self. There is a kind of hereditary im- 
print of the forms of an intellectual 
refinement that, fleeting before the 
simplicity of a less complex intelli- 
gence, leave the latter aghast at its 
own naivete, or at least at so many 
earefuHy-plotted windings. Americans, 
perhaps more even than the germanic 
or slavic peoples, experience this un- 
comfortable amazement. The national! 
American mind has so far clung close 
to ‘nature’s breast.’ It has done so by 
that vast and compelling circumstance 
of their history, whereby this chance 
assemblage of various psychologies 
was compelled to -conquer—and hence 
to love—a continent untamed. ‘The 
greatness of America es perhaps 
in. her half-culture, in her characters

ll pioneer. For, as says M. Rosny, 
Se nobaity, an honesty, remain possible 
‘In the heart ofa society that is medi- 
ocre, not in that of a society that is a 
tie. And ‘mediocrity’ here means that 
which does not seek to dazzle by 
excess of its intellectual accomplish- 
ment, just as ‘Iie’ means preference for 
those appearances, that are the product 
and the ambition of an over-refine- 
ment. ( 

“But we must not lose sight of’ the 
story of this book, nor fail to note that 
in his heroine, Marcelle, M. Rosny has 
developed the idea that in a society in- 
sincere by its withdrawal from nature, 
it is woman that will be the more 
readily corrupted. ‘Woman, bor™. to 
perpetuate the social type, submits to 
excess the public (nacional) sentiment. 
Her personality is less developed, her 
reaction is less potent, less independ- 
ent. It is interesting to follow in the 
study of this femme-type the quality 
of those temptations that induce a 
woman, beautiful and elegant, to be- 
tome, half-unconsciously, a criminal. 
And all the figures that pass before us 
are of a rare observation, as is the 
color of this provincial life, too often 
left aside by the great romancers of 


the day.”’

In that article above referred to, 
the statement is made that out of a 
total of seventeen bills introduced by 
Mesers. McElreath, Brown and Alex- 
ander, “they were successful in secur- 
ing the passage of all except one of 
them.” That one was said to be the 
Plaza bill. 

Forthwith I began to wonder what 
had become ef the bill introduced at 
the beginning of the session by the 
representatives from Fulton 


county, which, if it became a law, 


would make women eligible to serve: 
‘as notaries public.

To find out what 
had become of it, I read the list of 
seventy-four bills that passed both 
branches of the Legislature, and, not 
finding it there, turned to the 135 bills 
that had been refused by the General 
Assembly, but did not discover tt in 
that list, either.

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BACKWOODS OF INDIA 


(Copyright, 1916, by Frank G. Carpen- 
ter.) 

Delhi, 1910.—(Special Correspon4d- 
ence.>—Fiew realize that we huve here 
in India peoples of whom the world 
knows nothing and countries which 
the foot of white man has never trod. 

These were the words of Mr. Robert- 
son, secretary of commerce and indus- 
try in the viceroy’s cabinet. We were 


sitting together in his office in Cal- , 


cutta, and had been chafting about the 
extension of the railways, telegraphs 
and postoffices of the Indian empire. 
The secretary continued: 

“Take the Brahmaputra, that mighty 
river which empties {nto the Ganges 
near where it flows into the Bay of 
Bengal. It tg only lately that we have 
learned anything about its source, and 
today there is a region along its banks 
of which we know nothing. The cqun- 
try there is a very no man’s land. It 
is inhabited by half-naked savages, 
who are professional head hunters. 
They use poisoned arrows, and we pay 
them tribute for letting us alone. We 
have never attempted to conquer 
them.” 

India’s No Man's Land. 

“But just where is this territory?’ I 
asked. 

“It lies near the northern borders of 
Assam in the foothills of the Hima- 
layas. It is not far from the tea dis- 
tricts, and there are tea factories with 
their electric lights and modern ma- 
chinery upon its very edge. 
travel 10 miles from such surroundings 
and reach localities where your life is 
not safe for a moment. The country is 
wild and rugged, and the land drops 
almost precipitously from an altitude 
of 2 miles above the sea down to a 
thousand feet or so. The descent of the 
Brahmaputra at that point is such that 
we believe there must be a great falls 
there. We may have hidden in those 
jungies a second Niagara or a Zambesi 
Falls. But no one knows, for, so far, 
no ome has explored that part of the 
river.”’ 

“And you say that the mighty Brit- 
ish nation pays tribute to these sav- 
ages? That is an odd policy for the 
strongest of the European powers, is 
it not?

“But is not that 
of keeping the peace?’ I asked. 

“Yes, but in this instance it is the 
best. The only other thing we coyld 
do would be to send troops into the 
territory. We should have to fight al) 
the time, and without we wiped out 
the savages it would mean a continu- 
ous loss of money and life. The coun- 
try is a jungle and our men would be 
shot 
chind the trees. The savages could kill 
many of us without our being able to 
kill them, ard the game does not seem 
to be worth the candle.”

There are 
queer collections of Mongols on the 
borders of Tibet, strange forest dwell- 
ers on the Nilgiri hills, and aborigines 
on the various islands, and in Kash- 
mir and Beluchistan one finds peoples 
and customs which differ as much 23 
those of the Eskimos and the Anglo- 
Saxons. 

There is One great class here known 
as jungle people. They live in the 
woods and are about as savage as the 
natives of the Kongo. They: believe 
in witches and witch doctors and make 
bloody sacrifices. Wild dances are a 
part of their worship. These people 
are generally known as Animists and 
they number eight or nine millions, 
They live in all sorts of ways, feeding 
largely on wild herbs and fruits, and 
dwelling in caves or temporary: shacks 
which they leave when they seek a 
new location. 

In the eastern Himalayas are the 
Nagas, the descendants of the ancient 
snake worshipers. They are head hunt- 
ers and now and then raid the low~- 
lands. 

In southern India are the Yanadis, 
who have round huts 
wood and who support themselves on 
jungle fruits and wild honey. They are 
as shy as our Negritos, and will run 
at the sight of a white man. 

Among the Andamans, 

During my stay in India I have met 

some of the British officials who have 


charge of the Andaman Islands.

They wear practically no clothing and 
are not unlike the pigmies of the Kog- 
go. They have biack skin and friszly 
hair, which is so shaved as to leave a 
circular patch as big around as a tin 
cup on the top of the head. The women 
are the barbers and every wife dresses 
her husband's hair. Both women and 
men are tattooed. 

The eyebrows are usually shaved and 
sometimes the whole body is gone 
over. 

I am told that when the English 
officers first came to the Andamans 
the natives were cannibals, clad chief- 
ly in @ mud of red earth. They wvor- 
shiped a god who was an evil spirit, 
spreading disease. They believed the 
whole world was flat, and that their 
islands were it. They thought this 
world was balanced on top of a very 
tall tree, which at the last day will be 
loosened by an earthquake. When that 
comes to pass they believe that the 
living and dead will change places 
and that the angels and devils will 
keep shaking the tree and thus pre- 
vent mankind from going up the bam- 
boo ladder which connects it with 


heaven. 

They think also that the devil dwells 
in the sea and feeds upon the bodies 
of those who are drowned. He has

India’s Root Dwellers. 

Some of the strangest of these wild 
people live in the apper Himalayas. 
Those mighty mountains are spotted 
with non-Aryan tribes, whose ances- 
tors were thrust back by our ancestors 
over three thousand years ago, but who 
still exist, notwithstanding. There are 
hill men in Assam who have no method 
of telling distances( but measure the 
length of a journey by the amount of 
betel leaf they can chew on the way. 
There are tribes who paint their faces 
like our Indians, and many who tattoo 
and deform themselves in various ways. 
The Nagas stretch the lobes of the 
ear and pierce it tn such a way that 
it forms a ring of flesh three or four 
inches in dlameter. They also split the 
ear so that it looks like a great lump 
of flesh. 

These Nagas are found in the same 
district as the savages of which Mr. 
Robertson speaks. They inhabit the 
country east of the Assam valley. They 
are Bongols and number in all about 
162,000. The largest of their tribes is 
the Angami, who have lately come 
under British subjection. The Angami 
believe they were the first people on 
earth, and say that they sprang from 
the dew. They call the earth their 
only master, and worship it. Their 
homes are villages surrounded by 
stockades and guarded by thorn bushes 
They come into them 
through sunken paths, the entrances 
Each tribe 
has its chief, and the people have a 
blood brotherhood, like some of the 
American tribes. 

Another of the Naga divisions is 
known as the Aos. These people were 
once notorious slavehoiders, and they 
sacrificed the slaves which they caught 
in war. Another is the Semas, who 
until recently were head hunters and 


did not seruple to entert 
of Bengal skirting the east coast. They | P ain guests and

IT am told that the Nagas have gre: t 


men of the tribes, corresponding some- 
what to the men's quarters in New 
Guinea, and also to the young peo- 
ple’s hells among the Masai of central 
Africa, where President Roosevelt has 
been hunting. In New Guinea all the 
men of one tribe live in such quar- 
ters, and their wives bring them their 
food. In Massailand the girls and 
young warriors have a common house 
to themselves. Among the Nagas and: 
other tribes of the hills of Bengal, the 


ae 


Chidetans and others of the ‘ar north, 
and sometimes with the Jats of the 
Punjab and the Santals of Bengal. 
it is still common atong the whole 
Himalayan range _from Assam _ to 
Kashmir, and also Among the Todas of 
the Nilgiri hills. 

Such marriages are often a matter of 
bargain and sale. If there is a pretty 
girl in the family and a man falls in 
love with her he pays so much to her 
parents, and possibly comes into the 
house as her husband. After a time a 
second lover may appear, and without 
the first husband can offer a large sum 
to secure exclusive possession, he pays 
his price and joins the circle. I am 
told that it is entirely a question of 
money, and that the man who can af- 
ford it can have a wife to himself. In 
such marriages the children are looked 
upon as belonging to the women, and 
their father can lay no claim to them. 

In the Nilgiri Hills. 

In southern ‘India there are many 
strange tribes. In the Nilgiri hills, a 
great plateau, over a mile high, not far 


from Madras, there are aborigines who 


correspond to the Almus of Japan. 
They are a hairy people, noted for 
their drunkenness and laxity of morals. 
They dwell in huts, about 1 
with doorways so small 
to crawl in and out on all/fours. Their 
dwellings are made of bamboo and 
covered with thatch. They are chiefly 
herdsmen and. noted for their long- 
horned . buffaloes, which they drive 
about from place to place to pasture. 
These people worship the rising sun 
and the moon, and they have other 
gods of various kinds. They now and 
then sacrifice calves, with the hope 
that the cows will give more milk; 
and at funerals they sacrifice buffa- 
loes, believing that their souls will go 
with the dead up to heaven.

Another strange people of India are 
the Kandhs, or mountaineers. They 
were great in the past and _ blood- 
thirsty and powerful, but since they 
have come under the British they have 
abolished many strange customs. They 
once had human sacrifices and kid- 
naped the people of the plains. Their 
victims were dangly fed until the day 
of the sacrifice, en they were killed 
in honor of the earth god whom they 
worshiped. The Santals worship the 
great mountains, and the Gonds, 
think they are sprung from a certain 
peak of the Himalayas, bury their 
dead with their feet turned northward 
that they may be ready to start home 
without turning around. 

There are also many strange tribes |- 
in Ceylon and on the islands off the 
Hindustan coasts. 

Beluchistan and Afghanistan. 

The whole of northern and western 
India has its backwoods. Beluchistan 
is largely a desert, with fertile valleys 
of date palms and with camels and 
caravans. Its people are mostly Arabs 
or of Arab ancestry. They are more 
like Persians and Turks than the gen- 
tle, servile inhabitants of Bengal. They 
do not recognize caste, and they are 
chiefly Mohammedans. 

Not unlike them are the Afghans, 
who, though not a part of East India, 
live on its outskirts. There are about 


descended from one of the lost tribes 
of Israel, and their genealogical trees 
are rooted in both Solomon and David.

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GRAVE OF MAJOR JACOB GRUMM 


MARKED BY NANCY HART CHAPTER 


On Thursday, August 18, the “Nancy 
Hart” chapter, D: A. R., of Milledge- 
ville, Ga., took part in a most inter- 
esting event, that of marking the 
grave of Major Jacob Gumm, a soldier 
and officer of the revolution and the 
war of 1812. Something over a year 
ago the regent of the chapter made 
application to the war department for 
a stone to mark the grave of this good 
man and brave soldier. 

This request was at once allowed, 
and Thursday, the 18th, saw our work 
gccomplished. The stone is of pure 
white marble, about 4 feet high, set in 
& granite base, the iatter a gift of the 
ehapter. 

Major Gumm is buried on his oid 
plantation, 8 miles from Milledgevilie, 
part of which is still owned by his 
descendants. 

The members of the chapter and in- 
vited guests drove out in the morning. 
The’day was perfect. The little burial 
inclosure, surrounded by grand old 
forest trees, was a lovely and peaceful 
spot. 

At noon the services were opened by 
Mrs. Scott, who told how the stone 
had been secured. Following this, Miss 
Cora Gumm, a great-granddaughter, 
gave a sketch of the life and services 


of her ancestor. President M. M. 
Parks, of the Georgia Norma! and In- 
dustrial college, made a most inter- 
esting and inspiring address. om patriot- 
ism; Mrs. Walter Charlton, of Savan- 
nah, talked to us on the duty of pre- 
serving our historic spots and build- 
ings: Mrs. Scott read “Lest We For- 
get,” and the vice regent, Mrs. Cook, 
closed the services with prayer. There 
were present ten descendants of Jacob 
Gumm. The only drawback to the 
Pleasure of the occasion was that, on 
account of feebleness incidenta! to his 
great age, Jacob Gumm, Jr., son of the 
major, could not be with us. This old 
man, at the age of 98, still abides in 
our midst; and, though feeble in body, 
is perfectly clear in mind. 

The marking of the grave of a revo- 
lutionary soldier such as this done by 
the Nancy Hart chapter of Milledge- 
ville is a work any chapter should feel 
proud of. It is gratifying to the 
Daughters of the Revolution of the 
state to see this long-neglected honor 
at last coming to these brave men who 
won liberty for their descendants. 
May the time be not far distant when 
every grave of a revolutionary soldier 
that can be located will be so marked.

is development, the use of the natura!) 
resources now existing on this conti- 
nent for the benefit of the people who 
live here now. There may be just as 
‘much waste in neglecting the develop-

We have a limited sup- 
ply of coal, and only a limited supply. 
Whether it is to last for a hundred or

In all these matters of waste of 
natural resources the education of the 
people to understand that they can 
stop these things comes before the 
actual stopping, and after the means 
of stopping them have long been ready 
at our hands. 

Conservation means the greatest 
good to the greatest number for the 
longest time.

VENEZUELA’S NEW REGIME. 


The other day the authorities of Venezuela reminded us of the 
whilom antics and personality of one Don Cipriano Castro, by de- 
porting rudely from that country forty-six of his relatives. 

The idea, of course, was to eliminate, root and branch, a family 

that had been the cause of infinite expense, anarchy, turmoil and 
retrogression to the nation—an ambition in which the people of 
America will likely bid the successor of Castro a fervent “God 
speed !” 
Some months ago the Venezuelan monoplies through which 
Castro had constructed enormous fortunes for “iimself, his rela- 
tives and his retainers were “reorganized” by the new regime, with 
the result that all the adherents of the old regime were severed 
from their sinecures. 

It is not specified whether the “ins” are devoting the revenues 
thus deflected to the welfare of the state or their own private purses. 
It is not conceivable, however, that they could make more corrupt 
use of the governmental power over business than that. displayed 
by the former dictator. : : 

_ All these considerations to one side, it is gratifying that the 
Venezuelan government, as at present constituted, seems disposed 
to conduct itself in a manner infinitely more logical and orderly 
than that made‘infamous by Castro. cee | 

Venezuela is, naturally, one of the wealthiest of the South 
American countries. If it should ultimately arrive at an adminis- 
trative sanity approaching that displayed by, say, Chile, the result 
would redound to the benefit both of the Venezuelans and the peo- 
ple of the United States, in a commercial sense at least.

Within recent years a large inte-~- 
est has been developing among many 
of the best people in the country in 
uttablishing schools for the efucation 
of the boys and girls among the south. 
ern Appalachian mountains. It is not 
probably generally known that there 
ig in this’ city a mission board which | 
‘fe doing more of this work than is 
ie done by any other organization in 
the entire country. The Baptist home 
mission board, which has had its head- 
quarters in Atlanta since 1882, is con- 
ducting iw thé mountain belt twenty- 
geven schools in seven southern states 
east of the Mississipp?r river, in which 
last year there were 5,000 students.

The property valuation of this system 
of schools is now about $500,000. There 
are about 160 teachers. Be- 
sides sending many men and women 
back into their mountain communities 
capably trained to work for the social 
uplift of the people, these schools 
fave been the means of sending out a 
large number of young ministers, some 
of whom are already in the most 
prominent pulpits of the south. 

This system of schools is under the 
superintendency of Dr. A. E. Brown, 
of Asheville, N. C., who himself is a 
mountain man, It ig the purpose of the 
Home Mission Board to continue to 
enlarge the number of its educational 
institutions in the mountains, They 
are essentially high schools, though 
some of them approximate the breadth 
of the curriculum of the college. It is 
not the purpose, however, to develop a 
system of colleges. 

Work of Presbyterians. 

Though the Baptists at present are 
doing more in their mission field than 
any other denomination in the coun- 
try, the Northern Presbyterians were 
the pioneers in this activity, and they 
are today educating nearly as many 
of the mountain people as are the 
Southern Baptists. There are other 
denominations that are conducting 
mission schools in the southern moun- 
tain country, and there are just now 
evidences of a broadening interest 
among the Christians of the gouth in 
general in the training of these moun- 
tain folk, so that they may come in 
their beautiful highland country to 
their own highest ang best relf-realisza- 
tion. Three of the mission schools aid- 
ed by the Baptist Home Board are in 
north Georgia, and it is expected that 
this mumber will be increased. It is 
the activity which commands the sym- 
pathy and support of the best and 
most thoughtful throughout our eoun- 
try. Under such influences as these, 
there is a fine reason to hope that the 
great and beautiful southern highland 
region will always be of strength and 
helpfulness te the south and te the

STRAP-HANGING |N LONDON 
IS A MOST URGENT PROBLEM 


London, August 27.—After an Eng- 
lishman has returned from a visit to 
America he feels it his first duty to 
write to The Times regarding the 
‘horrid hurry those yankees seem to 
be in.” The crush on Brooklyn 
bridge, the stuffy street cars and the 
rude pushing on railroad platforms 
strike him as happily far removed 
from the casual] traffic on his little old 
isle. Recently he has discovered that 
it is no use throwing glass at shone 
houses; London conveyances® ave 
grown so unaccommodating that it is 
impossible during the rush hours to 
be even sandwiched on the ‘bus he 
used .to take. 

Formerly conductors . were almost 
strict in refusing to allow anyone to 
board a car that was full. Now any- 
one can get on that can stand the 
pressure. Four years ago the London 
tramway service carried 314,227,090 
passengers. In the course of the year 
ending March 81 last the stupendous 
total of 451,489,216 passengers -were 
conveyed by it. With this advance the 
accommodation has not kept pace. It 
is interest ng to note how the 137,212,- 
126 new passengers get a ride. 

After watching a parade of ‘buses 
that he would like to have boarded, a 
man leaps desperately on any vehicle 
that will carry him a few yards nearer 
his office; the conductor does not 
stop the ‘bus because it is full and 
because he knows the man will leap| 
whether it is stopped or not. While 
this latest passenger is out of breath | 
and sagging from a strap he feels 
someone file his ankles with a hob- 
nailed shoe. He looks down and there 
before him is the offending clerk dig- 
ging him in the shins while pretend- 
ing to read the daily news. The clerk 
hopes to restore the comfort of the un- 
crowtlied ‘buses of the old days by 
making it uncomfortable for strap- 
hangers. :

‘Russian Ruler Gives His 


Opinion of the Colonel. 


Nicholas Says Roosevelt Is an 
Imperialist and Wants to Be 
President For Life----Alleges 
That Roosevelt Would Like 
to. Abolish the States.’ 


New York, August 28.—A New York 
Sunday paper today prints an inter- 
view with Czar Nicholas, of Russia, 
in a St. Petersburg dispatch, in whico 
the czar’s impressions. of Colonel 
Roosevelt are treated in a sensational 
manner. Czar Nicholas is one of the 
few monarchs whom Colonel] Roose- 
velt did not meet upon his foreign 
tour, and the emperor’s opinions are 
interesting to say the least: 

The following is an excerpt from the 
ezar’s interview: . 

“I have heard from Kaiser Wilhelm 
and the King of England that Roose- 
velt is a very interesting man, aristo- 
cratic and imperlalistic in one way, 
but very strange and democratic in 
his manners. I have heard from the 
people who met him intimately that 
Roosevelt’s ambition is to be elected 
a president for life. He has a won- 
derful power to dominate the Ameri- 
can people. . 

“Well, I will.tell you, Roosevelt has 
won the crowd because of his demo- 
cratic air and he has the American up’ 
per-class because of his conservative 
tendencies. I know that in his inten- 
tion Roosevelt is imperialistic, and his 
theory its to centralize the American 
government in the manner of Germany. 
T have heard that he has said to Kaiser 
William, that to prevent -a social revo- 
lution between the laborand capital in 
America, the central government is the 
only hope. His idea is that the states 
should be abolished little by little by 
the national government and the tnit- 
ed States should become an imperia!- 
istic republic, 

“Now tell me, are the people in Amer- 
{ca for Roosevelt? What have the peo- 
ple against Taft? Mr. Taft ds a very 
charming man. I suppose he is ‘too 
gentle and conventional for the people 
like those bully Americans. The king 
of England has told me that an aver- 
age American is the most superficial 
and the most inflated man he ever met, 
I don’t wonder that a. nation being 
mixed with negroes,.Jews, Indians and 
European outlaws can be better.’’ 


KOREA 1S. LOST 
N JAPAN'S MAW 


Hermit Kingdom Passes 
Into History Monday. 


Japan Makes Statement if Re- 
gard to the Annexation of 
Korea---Japan, Says Her Rule 
Will Be Good ‘for the People 


of Korea: 


Seoul, Korea, August 27.—Lieutenant 
General Terauchi, Japanese resident 
general in Korea, and negotiator of 
the convention of annexation, which, 
it may be stated, will be officially pro- 
mulgated next Monday, said today, in 
a Statement regarding the annexation: 

“No stone will be left unturned to 
make the Koreans and the world feel 
that Japan’s rule in Korea is a be- 
neficent thing. It will and must im- 
Ply no degradation for, the natives, 
who under the annexation, will enjoy 
exactly the same rights as the Japan- 
ese. It is the wish and command of 
the emperor,of Japan that every ef- 
fort be made to make the Koreans 
feel no humiliation, but rather relief 
at the annexation. 

“The policy of Japan in administer- 
ing the new portion of the empire 
will be directed toward a steady im- 
provement of conditions and the de- 
velopment of the resources of Korea.” 

It may be stated with authority that 
although the treaties of Korea with 
foreign powers lapse with the annexa- 
tion, the present customs tariff of 
Korea, "which is much lower than that 
of Japan, will-be continued for an in- 
definite period under Japanese rule. \ 

Interesting details of the negotta- 
tions leading to the annexation are 
made public. .The assent of Emperor 
Yi-Syck and of his predecessor, Yi- 
Heui, to the annexation, was given 
willingly, it is stated; the =§ only 
hesitation shown when the terms were 
being discussed being in regard to the 
titles which will hereafter be borne 
by the former emperors. The original 
Japanese terms proposed the title of 
grand duke, but the emperor of Korea 
insisted upon being styled “Whang.” 
or king, to which Japan assented. ‘The 
princes of the Korean imperial house . 
would, it was conceded, be treated as 
Japanese princes, and an anr.uity of 
$750,000 was granted them. The royal 
family will be allowed to reside where 
they please, and will probably remain 
in Korea. 

Members of the imperial family and 
some ‘of the high dignitaries of the 
kingdom will be created peers of the 
Japenese empire, substantial grants of 
money bet awarded to them. Ko- 
reans witt also be appointed privy 
councillors. 

The upper classes of the Koreans 
are now generally acquainted with the 
facts of the annexation, and appear 
satisfied with it. The attitude of the 
resident general is regarded as gen- 
erous, and no apprehension of pro- 
test or disturbance when the details 
of the annexafion are published is en- 
tertained. These will not be promul- 
gated before August 29. It is ex- 
pétted that Resident General Terau- 
chi will remain in Korea as governor 
general for several months, after — 
which he will probably be succeeded

Strong barricades, however, had been 
erected about the landing stage espe 
Claliy to prevent anyone approaching 
the ship, and the crowds were Kept at 
Buch a distance as to g.ve them siignt 
prospect of a ciose view cof Inspector 
Dew's prisoners. 

Dr. Crippen and Miss Leneve, in the 
custody of Inspector Dew, Sergeant 
Mitchell and the wardresses, who came 
from London to take charge of Miss 
Leneve, disembarked at 2:15 p. m., at 
the regular landing stage. Officers of 
the local police were on ‘hand to assist 
the Scotland Yard officials. 

Inspector Dew, with his prisoners, 
immediately-boarded the train for Lon- 
don. Inspector Dew. made use of a 
simple ruse*to attract the crowd to the 
bows ‘of the Megantic, and while all 
interested concentrated on that end of 

the steamer, succeeded in disembark- 
{ng his prisoners from a gangway at 
the stern of the ship, scarcely attract- 
we any attention.

ACTOR GENTRY’S TALENT 


New York, August 27.—(Specieal.)— 
James B. Gentry, the old-time actor, 
was removed this afternoon to a san- 
itarium on . Long Island, suffering 
from partial paralysis and dementia. 
It is believed that he will not survive 
many months longer. : 

Gentry was a well-known actor @ 
generation ago, but his fame has 
grown rusty among the present gen- 
eration, for out of the last thirteen 
years of his life fourteen have been 
wasted, serving sentence at Moyamen- 
sing prison, Pennsylvania, for the 
murder of Madge York. The shooting 
took place fifteen years ago in 
Zeisze’s hotel in Philadelphia. Madge 
York was playing at the theater in 
Charles BE. Bilaney’s production, “The 
Baggage Check.” Gentry had former- 
ly been in the same compéeny, and 
had become madly infatuated with 
her. At the time of the Philadelphia

The Collier company was due in 
Poughkeepsie after completing an en- 
gagement in Boston, but Gentry, fran- 
tic with anxiety and jealousy, left his 
fellow-pleyers and hurried to Phila- 
delphia. It was Gunday afternoon, 
and he went straight to Madge’s room. 

Several members of the “Baggage 
Check” Company ere in the room 
with Mise York, but none of them to- 
day can tell exactly what happened 
when Gentry burst into the room. 
Some have it that the overwrought 
actor insisted that she marry. him at 
once, while others deny that any such 
words were spoken.

A Sad Tailor and His Cat. 


150 New Fishes Found. 
(From The London Standard.) 

On July 3 there arrived in St. John’s, 
N. F., the steamer Michael Sars, whieh 
has been occupied for three months 
on a scientific cruise, in which the 
officials of the Norwegian fisheries de- 

artment have combined with Sir John 

urray, the eminent British hydro- 

rapher. The present cruise is under- 
aken somewhat on the lines of the 
famous Challenger expedition of 1872. 
The steamer, which left Bergen on 
March 29 and went to Plymouth di- 
rect, where Sir John Murray embark- 
ed, sailed on April 10 across the Bay 
of Biscay, notes being taken of the 
temperatures, salinities and pressures 
of the sea, the strength and direction 
of«the currents, the depths of water, 


conditions of the bottom, and also by 


means of trawls and tow nets and oth- 
er appliances making valuable collec- 


tions of the fishes and animalculae of. 


that section of the Atlantic. 

After a twelve days’ cruise the ves- 
sel reached Gibraltar and did similar 
work in the straits. She crossed to 
Algiers, and thence proceeded to Cape 


here large hauls of interesting fish 
were made. She sailed thence to the 
Canary islands, afterwards 
the Sargasso sea and the 
there proceeding across the A 
to Newfoundland. 

Soundings of 8,000 fathoms were 
made and living organisms were ob- 
tained from nearly that dep though 
the richest collections were those se- 
cured from a depth of about 600 
fathoms, below which the ocean ot 
pears to be but poorly freighted with 
living organisms. The cruise has also 
been remarkable in that it has ena- 
bled the expedition to secure over 150 
new species of fish. ‘. 

In this collection, as well as in th 
additions to the collections of marine 
creatures already existing, are some 
very extraordinary and almost terrify- 
ing specimens, a number of fish being 
very large, while there are many oth- 
ers almost incredibly small. Much new 
light has been thrown on the extent 
and vagaries of the gulf stream, while 
a popular fiction connected with the 
Sargasso sea has been demolished. In 
Place of the reputed vast areas of ship- 
entangled weeds only comparatively 
small patches of marine flora encum- 
ber the surface. Th¢ Michaels Sars 
will continue her worl until November 
next.

Berlin, August 27.—The now. famous 
speech of Emperor William -at Koe- 
nigsberg, with its openly-expressed be- 
lief in the divine right of the Prussian 
king and his choice, not by people’s as- 
semblies; but by God, continues to 
be the theme of the most excited dis- 
cussion in the newspapers. The mon- 
archist organs are divided in their 
views of the emperors utterances, 
some of them taking a stand in opposi- 
tion to his view, so that quite four- 
fifths of the German press are united 
in criticism of the sovereign. 

Every shade of disapproval is voiced 
from mild regret to mockery of the 
alleged absolutist pretensions of the 
emperor. 

The inquiry is everywhere raised, 
whether the imperial chancellor, Dr. 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg, knew in ad- 
vance of the emperor's purpose to de- 
liyer a speech of such a nature. The 
chancellor maintains unbroken si- 
lence. The press generally comments 
also on the necessity of the German 
parliiament’s taking some action on the 
the subject when it meets.

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ASK UNIFORM LAW 
ON CHILD LABOF 


Awakening of Public In- 
terest Is Noted. 


Commission on Uniform Laws 


Heard Report of Committee. 
Owen Lovejoy Addresses the 
Meeting. 


Chatcanooga, Tenn., August 27.— 
The commission on uniform state 
laws, tn session here, discussed at this 
morning’s meeting the report of the 
committee on chila labor, recommend- 
ing @ uniform law on the subject. The 
feature of this discussion was an ad- 
dress by Owen R. Lovejoy, of New 
York, general secretary of the national 
child labor committee. 

He said: “The extent of public in- 
terest in this Gibject may best be in- 
dicated by «@ summary of the im- 
portant changes secured in child labor 
laws within the life of the national 
child labor committee. 

Action in Many )States. 

“In six years thirteen states and 
the District of Columbia have estab- 
lished departments of inspection for 
the enforcement of child labor laws; 
among these states are Alabama, Lou- 
isiana, ississippi, Oklahoma, South 
Carolina, Texas, Tennessee and Vir- 
Sinia. Ten states and the District of 
Columbia have establisheg an e.ght- 
hour day for the work of children 
under 16 years of age: Only one of 
these, Oklahoma, is a southern state. 
A number of them are leading indus- 
trial states, as Illinois, New York, 
Ohio. Thirteen other states have made 
notable reduction in the hours of chil- 
dren’s toil, and among these are Ar- 
kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mis- 
scurl, South Carolina, Tennessee and 
Virginia. 

Public Is Aroused. 

“The awakening of public interest 
ig still further shown by a paralie! 
of the status of the working child n 
1904 and 1910. In 1904 the 14-year age 
limit for child labor was in effect in 
twelve states; today in most instances 
in thirty-seven states. In 1904 n> 
state had a law forbidding children 
under 16 in coal mines; today the age 
limit in mines is°16 years in six states; 
14 years in eighteen states; 12 years 
in eight states. Then, all employ- 
ments were forbidden during tha 
schoo] hours in fourteen states; today 
they are forbidden in twenty-three 
states.” ' 

The commission on uniform law, 
after hearing Mr. Lovejoy’s address 
on the child labor question, deferred 
further consideration until next year. 
The commission concluded a discus- 
sion of the marriage laws begun at 
yesterday's sess'on, and referred the 
draft of the, proposed uniform law 
back to the committee for revision. 

The commission took up this after- 
noon the subject of wills and corpora- 
tions.

Washington, August 27.—The fiscal 
year 1910 wili go down in the history 
of the department of justice as a high- 
ly successful one for the government. 


yin the supreme court more than half 
| the cases in which the government had 
an interest were decided in its favor... 


Many tnvolved large sums of money, 
and. others involved highly important 
principles of law. On the whole, the 
government got much the better of it. 

Out of 28 actual cases in which the 
government had been beaten in the 
lower courts and appealed, it won 13. 
In 44 other cases in which the gov- 
ernment had been beaten in the lower 
courts, and the beaten parties appealed 
to the supreme court, 22 were decided 
in favor of the United States and one 
adversely. The others were dismissed 
by the appellants, by the court, by 
stipulation or by other means disposed 
of without defeat to the government. 
Four cases in which the government 
had won in the court of claims were 
carried up and three were decided in 
favor of the United States. 

There are now 600 undecided cases 
before the supreme court in which the 
government has an interest.

New York, August 27.—The high cost 
of living is blamed by the New York 
City department..of charities for @n 
increase of mote than a million dol- 
lars, or nearly 60 per cent, in the esti- 
mated cost of caring for the city’s 
poor during the year of 1911. The 
estimate for the 1911 budget is $1,249,- 
103 over the allowance for this year; 
and shows a total of estimated ex- 
pense for 1911 of $3,922,715.17. 

The department cares daily for more 
than ten thousand sick or otherwise 
dependent persons, equivalent to 3,650, - 
000 persons per year. The expense, 
therefore, is about a dollar per per- 
son.

Provisions showed a 
strong tone, and finished from 2 to 
22%c higher, with pork leading the 
other products. 

Reports of export sales from Chi- 
cago, although moderate in volume, 
controlled the wheat pit today, and 
were tne basis for a bullish market 
throughout the session. At the start 
prices advanced sharply, and on the 
upturn shorts began buying. The ex- 
Jjoort sales gave promise of larger 
shipments abroad, and traders listened 
willingly to reports that sthe. contl- 
nental and English markets would 
need much wheat later to improve the 
grade of the home crop. orthwest 
receipts were liberal and arrivals for 
the week, at all grain centers, while 
smaller than last week, totalled much 
more than those of the corresponding 
week last year. Estimates of enor- 
mous world’s shipments and a notable 
increase in the visible supply for next 
week were bearish statistics, which 
were ignored: The close was strong 
all through the list, with September 
l%ec up at $1. The final quotation 
was ™% below the top price for the day.

Weather conditions, according to 
to most advices, were helpful to crops, 
except in Texas, where a severe fall in 
temperature excited some fears of dam-

New Ycrk, August 27.—There was 2 
sensational jump in the price of Au- 
Gust cotton today as a result of cov- 
ering by some of the remaining shorts) 
and a new high record was made for 
the season, as August sold at 16.90, or 
3€ points above the closing price of 
last night, and 3 points above the low 
price made yesterday morning when 
notices of delivery were ‘circulated. 
The bulis sold a little cotton on the; 
advance, and there was a littie’ selling 
by spot people, probably against a 
few hundred bales of cotton near 
enough to New York to be brought 
here in time fer delivery on short 
notices next week, but while the price 
broke from the early high po -nt to 
16.75, it‘later rallied to 16.89, showing 
the control of the bull leaders, and 
closed at 16.85 bid. The big fluctua- 
tions in August had very little effect 
on the rest of the market, and while 
August closed at a net advance of 2% 
points, later months were 1@3 points 
lower, with the closing tone quiet ani 
steady. 

The market cpened firm at an ad- 
vance of 36 points on August and 5@6 
on other months, which were influ- 
enced by the sensational strength of 
the spot position, better cables than 
expected and continued drouth in the 
southwest. As has been the case on 
recent bulges, however, the advance 
was not accompanied by any broaden- | 
ing of outside demand, and when the 
upward movement in August was 
checked, prices gradually worked back 
to a shade under the closing figures 
of yesterday, under realizing and re- 
ports of improved condition in Ala- 
bama and Georgia.
